PORTLAND, August 13.—Rapidly 
spreading flames, originating on the 
second floor of the D. E. Wax cffice 
equipment house, a four story build- 
ing on Fifth street here today, almost 
trapped 19 girl employes, who were 
finally rescued by firemen callea 
from all dawntown stations. 

For a time it was feared that sev- 
eral of the girls in the structure 
would lose their lives. One hose. 
man was injured when a truck over- 
truned in a collision. 

The rescues were of a thrilling 
character. Girls and men stood on 
fire escapes, and could hardly be 
prevented fron) jumping into the 
street. Life nets were spread, but 
fire officals suceeeded in holding 
back those in peril wtntil ladders 
were raised. The loss was. esti- 
mated at $50,000.

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PRIVATE VS- GOVERNMENT MANAGEMENT 


All people who ship goods or who sell goods that are to be 
shipped or who buy goods that have been shipped are interested in 
freight rates. All people who are interestd in freight rates are also | 
interested in the cost of operation of railroads and in the efficiency | 
of railroad operation. These statements are obviously true for the 
cost of operation of railroad must be paid through freight rates. 
That is, the cost of operation must be paid through freight rates 
under private operation although they may be paid partly by ap- 
propriations from the treasury under government operation. 

The improvement in the efficiency of railroad operation under 
private management as compared with government management ts 
very noticeable. In 1923, for instance, while the railroads were 
under private operation the railroads handled a larger amount of 
traffic and did it with a smaller number of employes who worke< 
fewer hours than in 1919 under government control. ‘ihat is to say 
private management handled more freight with less labor. This was 
obviously accomplished either by a better management or by a 
better spirit on the part of those who did the work. Probably it 
was attained*by a combination of both. 

In 1923 under private management, the average number of 
hours worked by each employe was 2584 as against 2629 hours in 
1919,:under government control. In 1923, under private manage- 
ment, the freight business handled was 5 per cent larger than in 


1919. The average number of employes in 1923 was :1,857,713, 
or 55,709 less than in 1919.

He carefully refrains 
from using the word ‘“‘defense’—always it is ‘‘war’-—with the 
crafty object of misleading the public as capital for his brother 
and the democratic ticket. The people are not likely to be led 
astray by such transparent methods.

If the laws 
regarding unincorporated territory 
were changed, the whole of Contra 
Costa county could then be taken in 
by vote of the people. Richmond and 
E!
